TIRE PRESSURE WARNING SYSTEM 


DESCRIPTION 


@ A direct-sensing type tire pressure warning system is used U.S.A. and Canadian package models. 


@ If the vehicle continues to be driven with one or more of the 5 tires (which includes the standard type spare 
tire*) inflated to a low air pressure that could cause problems during driving, this system will illuminate 
the tire pressure warning light to inform the driver of the low air pressure. 


@ Furthermore, this system directly senses the air pressure of each tire through tire pressure warning system 
valve and transmitter that are attached to each wheel. 


@ This system can register main (normal) and 2nd (winter) tire settings in the tire pressure warning system 
ECU. The main or 2nd tires can be selected by pressing the tire pressure warning system select switch. 


@ When the tires are changed, the tire pressure warning system reset switch is used to store the appropriate 
tire pressures in the tire pressure warning system ECU. 
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
